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Egg Circles : 


An important part of the pou try 
work of the Live Stock ranch of the 
Department of Agricniture during the 
past year has been the organiza- 
tion of Co-operative Egg Circles 
Ven circles in all have | een organized 
under the auspices of the Brooch, 
working in conjunction with the | ro 
vineial and acriculturai tollege au. ; 
thorities and the Poultry Prodi ers’ 
Association of Canada. ‘Vhe pre cmt 
nary work in connectian with a nun. | 
her of others has been done, and | 
from present indications itis app rent| 
that this phase of co operative wor is 
likely to have a rapid vrowth in the 
near future. 

Being primarily concerned with the 
improvement of the Canidian Exp 
Trade the Live Stock Branch has 
encouraged the formation of these 
circles hecause the movement affords 
a means whereby the quality of eygs 
can be improved as they leave the farm 
and the pernicious parctice of holding 
eggs both on the farm and the country 
store largely eliminated. Co-operative 
effort of this kind alsoaffords a medium 
whereby the eggs in any given com- 
munity may be collected and market. 
ed frequently and regularly, and in- 
sures the consumer a new laid egg of 
uniform quality at no great increase 
in cost. 

At the time of joining the associa- 
tion the members agree to stamp each 
egg with a given number designated | 
by the Board of Directors. ‘This is} 
done so that the eggs of each member | 
may be identified when graded and | 
payment made according to quality. 

A manager is appointed by the 
Board of Directors whose business it 
is to collect, grade, sell the eggs and 
apportion the returns among the men: 
bers according to the quantity and 
quality received. In most circles the 
eggs from each farm are collected at’ 
stated intervals, but in others the, 
members deliver the eggs to some 
central point such as a creamery, 
cheese factory, store or house, from 
which the manager. makes the ship- 


ment. ; 
It is well known that at certain sea 


sons of the year there is a wide differ- 
ence between the price received for 
eggs by the farmer in the country 
store and the price paid hy the con- 
sumer inthe city ‘This difference is 
not nearly so marked iu the spring of 
the year as itisin the late summer, 
fall and winter. In other words, as 
the quality of ordinary farm eggs be- 
comes more uncertain the premium 
placed on new-laid circle eggs in- 
creases. While during the spring of 
the year prices received by circle 
members may not greatly exceed those 
paid in the local store, it is a fact that 
for the eggs produced in the month of 
December last year the majority of 


Circles in the province of Ontario and 
Quebec received a price of from 45 to 
50 cents a dozen. 

A ‘imited number of circles will no 
doubt be able to take advantage of the 
rapidly growing select trade in the 
larger Canadiay ci ies, but from the 
fact that the wholesale egy dealers in 
Ontario and Quehee have recently 
adopted a new system of buying on a 
basis of quality, it is likeiy that the 
product of the majority of circles will 
find its way to the consumer through

FOR RUINED MERCHANTS. 


Fhe Remantic Stery of a Greenwie?, 
Institution. 

Gratitude, as well as benevolence, 
bas played an important part in the 
founding of our tid charitable in- 
stitutions. In the history of homes’ 


tor the poor and distressed are to be . 


lound a number of splendid examples 
of men and women who, actuated by 
their gratitude for some good fortune 
which has befallen them, decided to 
thare their wealth in perpetuity with 
their less fortunate brothers and sis- 
ters by founding a home for their 
benefit. } 

In the annals of charity, however, 
it is doubtful if there is a more ro- 
mantic story than that concerning the 
foundation of Morden’s College near 
Greenwich, which has lately been 
advertising for ‘‘gentlemen’’ in reduc- 


ed circumstances desirous of becoming | 


inmates of the college home. The lat- 
ler has accommodation for forty-one 
inmates, who must be men of good 
character, either widowers or unmar- 
tied, and not under sixty years of 
age, who shall have been either mer- 
chants or manufacturers or have been 
engaged as principals ia some whole- 
sale trade or business for not less 
than ten years, and who, from mis-! 


fortune or accident, have become re-— 


duced in circumstances. 

Morden's College was established by 
Sir John Morden, Bart., who died in 
1708, and who founded the college 
eight years before his death. He him- 
self was a merchant who, through 
singular circumstances, thought him- 
self a ruined man. 

Sir John, after living for a number 
of years in Turkey, amassed a con- 
siderable fortune, and, deciding to re- 
turn to London, placed the whole of 
his merchandise on three ships; 
but, like the missing vessels of An- 
tonio in “The Merchant of Venice,” 
they did not turn up, and after a 
time were given up for lost. The con- 


‘sequence was that the once wealthy 
| merchant was reduced to great pov- 


erty, and it was only by acting as 
agent for certain tradesmen that he 
was able to earn a Pivelihood. 

For ten years Sir John thus strug- 
gled on, and then, to his great amaze- 
ment, one day came the news that 
his long-lost ships had arrived in port. 
In the joy of the moment he vowed 
to build an asylum for decayed mer- 
chants. 

He purchased from the crown the 
manor of Old Court, Greenwich, and 
on what was known as the Great 
Stone Field he erected a college from 
designs by Sir Christopher Wren, 
The original college consisted of a 
chapel in the centre and apartments 
for twelve residents, who dined to- 
gether in a common room. Since 
those days, however, it has been con- 
siderably altered, and. as already mene 
tioned, there is now accommodation 
for forty-one inmates, who not only 
are provided with separate sets of 
apartments, with furniture, if requir- 
ed, to the value of $125, together with 
attendance, coals, wood, and light, 
but have an allowance of $500 annual- 
ly, with an extra $25 for personal 
laundry.

FARM POULTRY HOUSE. 


Convenient, Sunny Location (ind Goed 
Drainage Are Essential Points, 

Good growth of poultry and heavy 
egg production depend to a Sarge ex- 
tent upon the proper housing of the 
stock, A bulletin issued by the Iowa 
agricultural experiment station rete 
forth the essentials of a good house 
{n brief form. 

The first consideration in building a 
poultry house is its location, It is of 
greatest importance to select a site 
having well drained soil. It is next im- 
portant to have a convenient location. 
The poultry house may be nearer the 
tesidence than the live stock barns, and

as-women have a large share in the 
management of the flock on the aver- 
age farm it should be so located. It is 
undesirable to build the poultry house 
near granaries, cribs or barns which 
may furnish a harbor for rats and oth- 
er vermin which prey on poultry. A 
sunny location well sheltered from the 
north winds is highly desirable when- 
ever it is possible to obtain it without 
sacrificing good ground drainage. 

The A-shaped movable colony home 
illustrated is cheap and light and has 
been thoroughly tried out and found 
to be very satisfactory for raising 
chicks {n flocks of 200 to 300. It will 
winter from fifteen to twenty hens. 
The house Is 8 by 10 feet and because of 
its lightness and substantial construc- 
tion it can be readily moved from place 
to place on the skids which furnish the 
foundation for the house. It is warm 
and convenient, and the fowls are well 
protected from drafts.

During the quadrennial period of 
1905-1908, the Sabbath schools gave 
$273,141 to missions, the increase 
over this amount during the quad- 
rennial period ending in 1912 being 
$359,636. 

‘Lhe report further showed that in 
1908 the denomination had 3,747 


in foreign fields and 2,478 in America. 


During the four years of the gen- 
eral conference period, the schools 
had grown to 4,467, of which 1,845 
were in foreign lands and 2,614 in 
home fields, making an increase of 
547 foreign and 136 home Sabbath 
schools since the last general confer- 
ence. 

Four years ago there was a mem- 
bership in these Sabbath schools of 
88,843. of which 22,011 were in for- 
eign fields. During the quadrennial 
period there has been an increase in 
of which 
23,678 has heen in foreign lands and 
1,492 in the home fields, the mem- 
bership in the foreign fields having 
doubled during the past four years, 
During the four years 3,542 of the 
Sabbath school scholars have been 
converte:!, and most of them baptized. 


Since 1367, when the first deposit 
for missious was made by the schools, 
they have donated $1,313,580 for 
missions. The record of offerings to 
missions in 19t2 from the Sabbath 
schools was said to be especially en- 
couraying, as during the year $228,029 
was given, which was an increase of 
$71,540 over 19tt.,

schools are especially interested in 
the recommendations made to the 
General Conference, which are as 
follows: That attention be given as 
never before to make the Sabbath 
schools a great power in saving souls;
